Their membership is 394 members and 
if we think we're busy, you should see their 
schedule. 

Our American Lung Bike Trek of last 
week-end had about 225 riders.

They also mentioned their Summer 
Picnic, with two transmitter hunts at the club 
picnic. 

A Drive-around Bunny hunt with the first 
prize going to the one with the least miles on 
the drive, and a Walk-around Bunny hunt in 
the park the picnic was held in. 

The Bunny had to transmit for 1 minute 
out of three, and on the Drive-around the 
Bunny was to be somewhere between the 
park and the town, and on the Walk-around, 
the bunny must be visible in the park for a 
distance of at least 10 feet.

Amateur Television, Volunteers in 
Prevention (Forest Fire Prevention), also a 
Sheriff's Uniformed Group which assists 
in parade events and street fairs. Aiso 
emergency communication when needed. 
They list their repeater, their nets, packet 
radio, Local digipeaters & BBS's and the 
local Amateur Radio Stores as a source for 
equipment and accessories. 

This is something I feel our club really 
needs. Lora and I were working a very busy 
traffic corner for the Bike Trek last week-end, 
We had three different hams come up to us 
after seeing the magnetic Amateur Radio 
Communications signs on my van and ask 
questions about what group we were and 
where they could reach us and when were our 
meetings etc. If the club is willing, I could sit 
down with our Board and come up with one 
for us. Copies to all city EOCs, Hospitals, 
Police & Fire officials plus public information 
for citizens and the press.
